Ammo dump 
blasts rock 
US. base 


SAIGON. — The mile-square Amer- 
fean ammuzition base at Cam Ranh 
Bay yesterday was rocked by a 13- 
hour series of explosions set off by 
a Communist attack and the U.S. 
command said the U.S. armed forces 
had been alerted for a new Com- 
munist offensive. 

The explosions could be heard 35 
kms. away at Nha Trang. Initlal 
official estimates put the loss at 
least as high as 25 per cent of the 
stored munitions. Some sources said 
the figure probably was closer to 
half of what was there. 

The Communists also shelled dive 
American bases in the three-week- 
old North Vietnamese offensive 
along the demilitarized zone and a 
rocket attack on the Danang air- 
base killed five civilians near the 
Sprawling baze. 

The US. command reversed a 
Tuesday announcement and said 
American troops had been placed 
on ajert in expectation- of Com- 
munist attacks designed to disrupt 
South Vietnam's political campaign, 
and not because of expected civil 
violence. 

Initial reports said five U.S. Air 
Poree guards at Cam Ranh Bay 
were wounded by shrapzei, none 
seriously, and that there was “con- 
siderable minor damage” to the 
base buildings, the closest of which 
are 1.6 kms, away from the actual 
ammunition dump. 

Communist gunners fired between 
three and five 122-mm. rockets into 
the instaHations 300 kms. north- 
east of Saigon, several hours before 
the base was rocked by the first 
explosions, The explosions began at 
245 am. and fasted until mid- 
afternoon.

CALCUTTA (UPI), — Monsoon 
rains caused heavy flooding yes- 
terday in India, Thailand and Laos 
where residents fled the surging 
waters and sought refuye on hig! 
ground, rooftops and trees. 

The flooding of the Ganges River 
and its tributaries in India was the 
worst in 30 years. The rising Me- 
kong River caused the most severe 
flooding in north-east Thailand and 
neighbouring Laos in five years. —

HAIFA. — “From what we saw of 
the Egyptian Army along the 
Alexandria-Cairo highway, I can 
assure you that you don't need to 
fear them," a French tourist told 
The Post in the port yesterday.
